here today, winning the $50,000 prize 
for the first flight from England to 
Australia. 


The England-to-Australia air race

The prize of 


$50,000 was offered by the Australian 
government. 
Captain Ross Smith left 


the Hounslow aerodrome near London 
on November 12 on the 11,500 miles 
flight. He crossed Europe and Asia, 
flying over France, Italy, the

kans, Turkey, Peisia, India, Slam and 
Java. One of the conditions that the

GRANGE WANTS 
PROPERTY PUT 
ON TAX BOOKS 


COLUMBUS, 
O, Dec. 10.—"The 


Grange must fight until all property in 
Ohio stands where the tax official can 
see it." This is the statement by L. 
.1. Taber, master of the Ohio State 
Grange, now holding it^ forty seventh 
annual session here. Defeat of classi- 
fication was termed as the best chieve- 
ment of the year, but Taber predicts* 
that a desperate fight would precede 
the enactment of an income tax and 
better methods 
of listing 
tangible 


property. 


The sentiment of the Grange mem- 


bers, according to Taber is still solidly 
behind proposals advocated before the 
joint taxation committee of the legis- 
lature last winter. These are: a grad- 
uated inheritance tax, a graduated au- 
tomobile tax, a graduated Income tax, 
legislation to catch the tax dodger and 
strict maintenance of the Smith law 
limitation unless raised by the major- 
ity vote of the people in the taxing 
district. 


Warning was laid that one of the 


greatest lobbies that ever appeared be- 
fore the legislature, will be present at 
the general assembly during its ses- 
sion. 


"They will endeavor to see their 


special kind of property given some 
special privilege," 
Taber continued. 


"We must ask no special privileges for 
ourselves, we must deny special privi- 
leges to others."
